REPORT ON FORMS OF SERVICE 


Is Criticized as Savoring of Ritualism 


—Dr. VanDyke, Chairman of Com- 


mittee, Defends Its Action—Assem- 


bly Orders Further Consideration. 


Buffalo, Jlay 24 —Features of the 


general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church ;were the reports of. the com- 
mittees on marriage and divorce anil 
on forms ot service. 


The former urges all ministers to 


refuse to marry divorced persons un- 
less they • shall have been divorced 
from causes recognised by the church 
a3 adequate. 


Dr. VanDyke of Princeton ib chair 


man of the committee on forms of 
service which reported a form foi- 
morning service and a form for bap 
tism of inlants. 
The proposed new 


forms have not baen viewed with fa- 
vor by the conservatives who think 
they savor of ritualism. 


Speaking on this subject Dr. Van- 


Dyke said that this report did not rep- 
rebent a new movement in the Pres- 
byterian churcn 
It was merely an at- 


tempt to do something which is re- 
quired by actual, conditions. 


The church',-he said, had from 'the 


oeginning forms of service and these 
in tlfeir original shape, or modified, 
had been continued in the large ma- 
jority of Presbyterian churches. 


Seventy-five per cent of two thon- 


N sand churches selected at random by 


the committee 
were already using 


some form of service with a respon- 
sive feature. Nine-tenths of the min 
istry desire a book of forms—not a 
prayer book, not a litany, not a ritual, 
out a "collection of forms proper and 
helpful for -voluntary use in Presby- 
terian churches." 


At the conclusion of Dr. VanDylte'a 


address a resolution \ias adopted in 
dorsing the work ol the committee so 
far as it has progressed, and continr- 
ins the existence of the committee 
until its work shall be completed. 


A new synod probably will be es- 


tablished by this assembly. It will be 
Icnown as the Synod of AVest Virginia 
The matter came up today in the form 
of a motion by the Rev. Joseph Pot- 
lock of West Virginia.
